1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification fails to provide an adequate written description of the 
structure comprising the curling lifts and the articulation between the curling lifts and the 
hinged door so that the curling lifts retract when the hinged door is in the closed 
position. Further, the drawings fail to show the curling lifts or the articulation. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 through 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 lines 11-12 and claim 8 lines 11-12, the language "the hinged cover is 
open" lacks proper antecedent basis. This recitation implies the cover is moved 
between open and closed positions, however; the cover has not been positively 
recited as being movable in such fashion. 

In claims 1 and 8, the use of the language "larger" and "small" to describe the 
sheets and the photo paper respectively is indefinite because such language is 
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relative terminology and it has not been clearly established relative to what size 
the sheets would be considered "large" and relative to what size the photo paper 
would be considered "small." 

In claim 4 line 2, it is not clearly understood relative to what the "slot" is offset. 
The recitation "offset on its right to the left of the fixed right-side guide position" is 
generally confusing. It is not clear what relationship between the slot and the 
right-side guide position this language is attempting to describe. 
In claim 5 line 3, the language "its open position" lacks antecedent basis. The 
hinged cover has not been clearly recited as movable to an open position. 
In claim 5 lines 3-4, the language "its closed position" lacks antecedent basis. 
The hinged cover has not been clearly recited as movable to a closed position. 
In claim 7 lines 2 and 3, the language "the curling lifts" lacks antecedent basis as 
the "curling lifts" have not been previously recited been previously recited, 
therefore; the location and the structure relationship of the lifts with the other 
elements is not understood. 

In claim 7 line 3, the language "its closed position" lacks antecedent basis. The 
hinged door has not been clearly and positively recited as movable to a closed 
position. The hinged door has merely been defined as being flipped up or flipped 
down. 

In claim 7 lines 4-5, it is not understood how the heavier stock photo paper is 
prevented from binding during its passage through the printing mechanism as 
insufficient structure has been recited to perform this function. Further, the photo 
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paper has not been previously defined as comprising heavier stock and the 
terminology "heavier" constitutes relative terminology. What is the photo paper 
heavier than? 

5. Claims 1 through 8 appear they would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the curling lifts and the 
articulation between the curling lifts and the hinged door must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
